TRUSTEES' REPORT. 


To His: Excellency, боуквхов FAIRCHILD : 


The Trustees of the Wisconsin Institution for the Education of 
the Blind, present the following as their nineteenth annual report : 

The Institution has suffered great inconvenience during the past 
year on account of the condition of its buildings. The dormitories, 
music and sitting rooms of nearly all the male pupils have пебевва- 
rily been located in the shop; single rooms in the house have been 
compelled to answer several different purposes:; and, on account of 
the excavation for the new building, the length of the summer vaca- 
tion had to be extended. 

The Trustees congratulate themselves upon thé fact:that in spite 
of such difficulties, a high degree of success has crowned the labors 
of the year. For particular stdtements of the operations of the 

‘school, they. refer to the annexed report of the Superintendent, only 
calling attention to the significant fact that-the number of pupils 
instructed during the year із greater than that ої апу. previous year, 
and that, though less than usual effort has:been made .to secure the 
attendance of: blind children, the number of ш for admis- 
sion is unusually large. d

It will be observed that $800 more has been paid upon contracts 
for building than has been drawn from the State Treasury for that 
. purpose. If that sum be added to the balance in hand, it will 

make the sum of $7,316 79 the amount applicable to current expen- 
ses of the institution until January 81, 1869. Heavy payments for 
fuel and winter supplies are soon to be made, but the Trustees be- 
lieve the sum will be sufficient. 

In their report last year the Trustees stated that they had been 
compelled to take down the west wing of the house, and explained 
the necessity of not only rebuilding it, but of enlarging the building 
to enable it te accommodate twice as many pupils as are now in at- 
tendance, They also stated that they had in preparation plans and 
estimates.of the cost of the work. At the annual visit of the Legis- 

ЗАР committee to the Institution, these.plans were submitted for 
their examination; and the papers prepared by Mygatt & Kooh, of 
Milwaukee, architects, containing the estimates in detail, were 
placed at their disposal. Upon their recommendation the Legisla- 
ture appropriated $60,000 for the purpose, making the sum payable 
one-half in 1868 and the other half in 1869. 

As soon as practicable the Board published the following adver- 
tisement, in the Janesville Gazette, the Madison Journal and the 
Milwaukee News, Wisconsin, and Sentinel :

all material The bid of each to be accompanied by a bond, with good and 
sufficient securities for the sum of $5,000. The Committe reserve the right 
to reject all bids if deemed best for the interest of the State, to reject any 
pid, the whole or in part, or parts thereof, as may be ‘acceptable to them, 
without invalidating the-bond filed with suchbid. АП communications to ъё 
directedto Orrin Guernsey, Recrétary of the Board of Trustees.

It being impossible to determine, beforehand, exactly the depth 
to which it would be necessary to go in order to secure a reliable 


foundation, parties making ргороваїв were desired to state also the 


price, per yard of excavation, and per cord of masonry, for which 
they would put in any foundation which might be found necessary 


at a greater depth than was shown on the plan. At the suggestion | 
of the architects that the iron stairway, veranda and portico would 
naturally form the subject of a special contract with some iron manu- 


facturer, they were omitted, for the present, from th¥ spocifications: 

The proposals, when opened, were found to vary considerably in 
form and in minuteness of detail. The following statement presents 
them in a form suitable for convenient comparison.

А couple of bids were also received for doing certain minor por- 
tions of: the work. 

It was at once evident that either. proposition, or combination of 
propositions, exceeded the amount of the appropriation. Having 
given the strivtest instructions to the arehitects to make their esti- 
mates amply large, the Trustees had hoped to furnish an exception 
io the rule that buildings always cost more than the architects’ 
figures. They found themselves’ disappointed ; and the course to 
be pursued became а matter of ‘serious consideration. The plans 
embodied the results of much study and experiénee, and personal 
examination of all the, principal buildings of thé kind, ав well as 
many others erected for kindred purposes, in this country. To re- 
duce the size of the proposed building, would be to permanently 
diminish the efficiency of the Institution, and that in a greater ratio 
than it woulddiminish the cost of the building ; ; and it would still 
Teave the State under the necessity ‹ of enlarging it very soon. То 
build of poorer materials and in a less substantial manner would be 
to repeat past mistakes, sacrifice the interests of the State, and 
satisfy no one. To wait till next winter for further appropriation 
would be to endanger the west wall of the house, to damage the 
prospects of the present scholars, defer the time when a greater 
number could be received, and still to save no money. · Under the 
circumstances the Trustees felt obliged. to proceed with the: build- 
ing. They accordingly notified Mr. Barnes, the lowest bidder, of 
their intention to accept his ‘proposal, modified by the. omission of 

certain portions of the work in order to bring the amount of the 
contract within the amount of money.at the disposal of the Board. 
Mr. Barnes signified his readiness to barry oùt “his proposal as thus 
modified, but subséquéntly declined to sign his contract, stating that 
he had „discovered that he had negleoted. to add о пів estimates 
the сові, of а portion ‹ of the work.

The next best terms were found by combining the bids of Mr. 
Busack and Messrs. Anderson, Davidson & Co. These gentlemen 
having had а conference with the Board, agreed io subtract from 
their proposals | the estimated cost of certain items, (viz., from that 
of Mr. Busack, $2,000 for tile flooring, and from that of Ander- 
son, Davidson, & Co., $4,915 for, painting, glazing and tinning,) . 
and to contract to do the balance of the work upon corresponding 
terms, viz: mason work, $39,500; carpenter work, $19, 085. 
The contracts were accordingly во drawn пр. Mr. -Busaek 
gives $6, 000 bonds, and Anderson, Davidson & Co. give $5,000 
bonds, for the faithful performance of their agreements.  Addition- 
al security is provided for by retaining fifteen per cent. of the 
amount due at any time, until the final settlement, | 

The contracts require the part of the work which replaces the 
wing that was taken down, to be completed by July 1, 1869, and 
all the work to be done by August 1, 1870. The work is expected 
to go no further this season than the laying of the joists of the 
principal. story. 

In external appearance, the building is js к to the struc- 
ture to which it is attached. The inside work will be of a more 
substantial and durable character than that of the present edifice. 
This is especially the case with partitions, experience having shown 
the necessity of making them of brick, and giving them a perfect 
foundation: In the old building these are mostly of wood and are 
poorly founded, so that their continual settling cannot be prevented. 
In the new building they will be of brick, and like the outside 
walls, will rest upon the rock. To obtain this solid foundation it 
wag necessary -to.dig-down-through loose gravel and sand.to an av- 
. erage depth of five and a-half feet further than would have been 
otherwise required. This involved an outlay of:.$2,094.52 for 
which no appropriation had been provided. Having been compelled 
to take down one structure on account of a bad foundation, the, 
“Trustees felt that they would be justly blamed if they put up 

another building without a good one. 
‚ Great: care раз been taken ёо provide for good ventilation. Hach 
хода is to,he supplied; with fresh air, «brought, by .a: ! separate pipe 
rom:i ‘an. air chamber іп йде cellar, which communicates - with the

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outer віт. Each will also have опе or more flues for conducting 
away the vitiated air. By surrounding the smoke flucs. leading 
from the furnace and the kitchen, witha system of ventilating flues, 
it is thought, that an arrangement which will be more than usually 
successful has been secured for forcing the ventilation of those 
rooms, which specially require rapid change of air. Connected with 
the subject of ventilation is that of heating. In the opinion of the 
present Board, the system now employed of heating by direct radi- 
ation from steam coils, is, all things considered, better adapted to 
the wants of such an Institution than any other in use; but as 
this is not an undisputed matter, and it is not unlikely that im- 
provements will be ‘made, they have had the pipes for pure air во 
made and arranged as to be prepared, without alteration, for the in- 
troduction of heated air from the cellar, should it ever become de- 
sirable. 

For the completion of the building the following sums will be 
needed. The amount of the two first-named items should be ap- 
propriated next winter. The balance need not be paid to the 
Institution until the spring of 1870:

Firmly relying upon the hberality of the state бо an Institution 
whose efficiency attracts the attention not only of our own citizens, 
but of philanthropists elsewhere, we once more commend it to the 
fostering care of your Excellency, the Legislature and the people of

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees : 


By the blessing of Providence, another year in the history of 
this Institution has been brought бо а successful close. "There have 
prevailed throughout the year, general good health and good соп- 
duet among the pupils; and good progress has been made in their 
edueation. 

Your frequent visits to the Institution have kepi you even more 
fully acquainted than is usual with the operations of the school. 

It is believed that all the success which could.reasonably have 
been anticipated, has been realized. It is not impossible that one 
or two former years may have been more profitable than this. If 
so, this is to be attributed to no lack of effort on the part of teach- 
ers or pupils, but to the embarrassing circumstances under which 
we have labored. 

On account of the removal of the west wing of the house, the 
male pupils (except a few quite small boys) have been obliged to 
occupy rooms in the shop; at some distance from the house; and it 
. has been necessary to make use of rooms for school rooms, which 
were designed and are still used for quite different purposes. Of 
course much inconvenience has resulted to the pupils and much 
additional care and perplexity to the officers. When work’com- 
menced upon the extension of the building, it begame impracticable 
longer to continue our operations, consequently, ої the 21st of May, 
school was closed It was re-opened upon the 5th об.Оеборег, the 
very earliest day on which it was possible to enter the house at 
that end. 

The number of pupils in attendance since my last annual report 
is sixty. The number of admissions (including опе re-admission) is

The condition of our accommodations has prevented me from 
making as much exertion to gather in those who should come under 
the -advantages of the school as has been made in some pre- 
vious years. It is бо be expected that by the beginning of another 
term the new part of the house will be so far completed as to admit 
of cur receiving a greater number. At present the boys are very 
much crowded, and hardly any aew ones could be taken. Notwith- 
standing the little effort made to spread the knowledge of the. 
Institution among friends of blind children this year, the number of 
applications for admission hag been greater than ever before, showing 
an increased acquaintangs among the people with the existence and 
purposes of the Institution, арӣ, _ perhaps, algo an increasing confi- 
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dence in its efficiency. A list of pupils will be found on а sheet 
attached to this report. 

Most of the former officers of the Institution retain their positions 
this term. Mr. Temple, to the efficiency of whose labors for five 
years past as Teacher of Music, the progress and attainments of the 
pupils, bear ample testimony, has lately declined a re-appointment, 
designing to engage in other pursuits. The vacancy thus 0008- 
sioned has been filled by the appointment of J. W. Bischoff, a 
graduate of this Institution, whose musical ability and success in 
teaching elsewhere, warrant the expectation that he will be success- 
ful here. At your desire, Mrs. Little has кр the,position of 
Governess. 

During the term that ended in May, we had two classes in Read- 
ing, two in Spelling, two in Geography, four in Arithmetic, and 
one in each of the following branches: Grammar, Rhetoric, Geom- 
etry and'Zoology. In reading we use books printed in the various 
alphabets, known as the Boston, the Philadelphia (or Glasgow) 
and the Combined alphabets. Throughout the year the Braille 
system of writing was taught to a class of the older pupils. This 
had never been systematically done here before. Our experiment 
with this system gives satisfactory results, as regards writing both 
ordinary language and music. There were two in the class who 
had never succeeded in learning to read the other alphabets, Both 
of them succeeded reasonably well with this. After this class had 
made considerable progress, other classes were formed and placed 
under the charge of some of its members, who succeeded well in 
teaching the others, so that now a large proportion of the school 
reud this alphabet. There being however no books accessible in 
this print, № will only be of advantage аз а system of writing. 
Some of the more advanced pupils having desired to undertake the 
study of the Latin language, they have received instruction in it 
from myself, so far as other duties would admit, at hours outside of 
their regular school hours. This term we have classes at work 
upon the following studies, viz: three in Geography, four in 
Arithmetio, two in Reading, two in Spelling, one in Writing with 
сата and pencil and two in Writing by the Braille system, and one 
in each of the following : Object lessons, Tiigonometry, Chemistry 
and the elements of Political Economy. 
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Our classes in each study meet every week day, except that on 
Saturday those of the afternoon are omitted. 

The drill in light gymnastics that was begun last year, has been 
kept up as far as pravtioable in'the present accomodations, and bene- 
ficial results ‘have been manifest. "Our printing press has been іп” 
frequent and very advantageous employment in ath preparation of 
Class work. 

Upon music, ‘ag’ heretofore, a great deal of time has been spént. 
Two choirs meet daily. Those pupils whose voices encourage it, 
receive algo spdcial individual training. Five pianos and a melo- 
deon ate in constant tise. · Моќ of the boys take lessons ‘upon the 
violin, and half а dozen of them play together daily as а band, per- 
forming compositions of the best authors. - Instruction is‘also given 
in the theory of musio. 

Ta the work department the boys'have had constant instruction 
in making'brooms. The girls Нате been taught regularly to sew, 
to knit, to crochet, to make bead work, -&v,

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This is almost entirely for bead work. A large amount of sew- 
ing, profitable to the Institution as well ag to the girls, has been 
done, of which no account has been kept. 

The difficulty of so arranging a achool.as to conduct at the same 
time, with success, a literary, а musical and а mechanical depart- 
ment is very great.. It is manifest, however, that each forms an 
indispensable portion of the operations of an Institution for the 
Education of the Blind. We have endeavored to da’ the best that 
could be done under the present ciroumstances of the Institution. 
Whenever it shall seem to be practicable to secure better results 
for the Blind, I shall not hesitate to recommend any modifications 
of our system that may seam desirable. 

Tn all departments we aim to encourage industry and porseverance, 
knowing that those of even moderate ability will succeed in life by the 
exercise of these qualities, when the fitful and the indolent will fail. 

Before olosing this report I wish to acknowledge the interest 
taken in the plans for our new building by that eminent educator of 
the Blind, W. Н. Ohurchman, Superintendent of the Indiana In- 
stitution. His ability, long experience in the work, and special 
knowledge in matters pertaining to the erection of such buildings, 
render his counsel very valuable, while his approval goos to strengthen 
confidence in their adaptation to our wants. I am specially indebted 
to him for some important suggestions on the subject of ventilation. 

Thanks are heartily rendered to various ministers who conducted 
occasional religious exercises on Sunday afternoons in. tho 
Institution. Thanks are also due to the publishers of tho following ' 
papers, which have been sent to the Institution in the course of 
the year, without charge. They will confer a valued favor by con- 
tinuing the practice :

ADMISSION ОК PUPILS. 


Any person wishing to make application for the admission of a 
pupil into the Institution, must address tho Superintendent, giving 
definite and truthful answers to the following questions, viz : 
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lst. What are the names and post осе address of the parents or guard- 
ians of the person for whom application is made ? 

2d. Are such parents or guardians legal residents of the State of Wis- 
consin ? 

ыры What is the name and аре of the person for whom application ів 
made ? 

4th. At what age did he or she become blind, and from what cause ? 

5th. Ishe or she of sound mind, and susceptible of intellectual culture ? 

6th. Is he or she free from bodily deformity and all infectious diseases ? 

"ih. What are his or her personal habits and moral character ? 


Upon the receipt of such application by the Superintendent, the 
applicant will be notified as to whether or not the person in ques- 
tion will be admitted ; and no one must be sent to the Institution 
until such notification shall have been received. 

No person of imbecile or unsound mind, or of confirmed immoral 
character, will be knowingly received into the Institution; and in 
case any person shall, after a fair trial, prove incompetent for use- 

ul instruction, or disobedient to the wholesome regulations of the 
Institution, such pupil will be thereupon discharged. 

АП are expected to come provided with ап adequate supply of 
good, comfortable clothing, which must be zepi pipke from time to 
time, as it becomes necessary. 

The stock of clothing should embrace. suitable articles for both 
summer and winter, and a sufficient number of each kind to admit 
of the necessary changes for washing and repairing. 

All the clothing must be sent in good condition not only upon the 
first entrance of the pupil, but also at each subsequent return from 
home, after the vacation. 
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Each article should also be distinctly marked with the owner’s 
name or initials, in order to prevent confusion or loss. 

A small sum should be deposited with the superintendent for oc- 
cagional expenses. 

It is important that new pupils should enter upon their term of 
instruction at the commencement of а session ; and it is expeoted of 
all others that they shall be present at the opening of the school, 
and remain until it closes, on the last day of the session, unless pre- 
vented from doing so by sickness or other emergency. It ів also 
expected that timely arrangements will be made for the departure of 
every pupil from the Institution within а few days after the close of 
each session. 

АП letters to the pupils should be addressed to the care of the 
Institution, in order to insure their prompt reception. 

From ten to fourteen is the’ moss favorable age for entering the 
Institution, provided the pupils have judicious care and training at 
home, prior to that age. Butas this is not always the case, and as 
there are many who lose their sight after that age; or, having lost 
it earlier, do not find an opportunity of going to school,at the proper 
time, the regulations of the Institution allow of the admission of all 
proper subjects who are not under eight or above twenty-one years of 
age. . 
It must be borne in mind, however, by the friends of blind children, 
that though they have the privilege of sending them to the Institu- 
tion at а later period than the one mentioned as the best, yet it ів 
of the highest importance that they should be seut within said 
period; for as they grow older their neglected powers lose their 
susceptibility for cultivation, rendering the training more and more 
dificult until they become wholly incapacitated for receiving such 
an education as will fit them fora life of usefulness, independence 
and happiness.. It is not uncommon to witness results of this kind, 
arising out of the morbid tenderness with which a blind child is 
frequently regarded by its friends, rendering them unwilling to in- 
trust him, at the proper age, to the care of strangers, lest some 
harin should befall him. Indeed, every year's experience servgs to' 
indicate more clearly, the lamentable prevalence of this unjust neg- 
lect ; as there are constantly applying for admission into the several 
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Institutions of the country, those whose melàncholy lot is to lead а 


life of hopeless ignorance and dependence, but who might, with 
| proper $таййїпр`їп early youth, have become happy and useful mem- 
bers of society, maintaining themselves comfortably and respeotably. 

The term of instruction 18 rot limited to any definite number of 
years, but is determined in each individual case by the acquirements 
of the pupil dnd consequent fitness for graduating. The length of 
each one’s term will of course depend upon his aptness to learn, and 
the extent of the course to be pursued. 

The session of the Institution commerices on the first Monday of 
September in each year, and closes on the last Wednesday of June 
following; leaving a vacation of more than two-months, during 
which time the pupils have an opportunity of visiting their homes 
and replenishing their clothing. : 

Parents of blind children are cordially invited to visit the Tnsti- 
tution, that they may decide from their own observations whether it 
is best to send them here. | 

All persons are requested to send the names and addresses of 
blind children of their acquaintance to the superintendent.
